The Committee from the Califor- 
nia Legislature which visited Reno 
yesterday and examined the 
Truckee river for forty wiles, 
showed an excellent disposition and 
will undoubtedly do all they can to 
remedy the sawdust evil. The 
Truckee people also show a desire 
to be fair in the matter and the saw 
mill oven show no desire to oppose 
the measure at all. The matter has 
never been so well presented to the 
California people as at this session, 
Messrs. Pike and Drury and in fact 
our whole committee made it their 
especial business to impress upon 
them the sanitary side of the ques- 
tion. They met with a hearty re- 
sponse from all the Committee and 
the citizens of Truckee as well. Mr. 
Mason of the Truckee Republican 
said thatso long as it was simply 

‘anissue between the fish business 
and the lumber business they would 
oppose stopping it, but when it be- 
came a question of life and death 
they would not hesitate at all. 

It will cost the saw mill men a 
great de.l of money to putin works 
to carry their sawdust toa furnace 
and burnit, and if they do so Ne- 
vada should appreciate it. The 
Truckee Lumbér Company espec- 
ially will be put to great pains. 
They run by water power and bave 
every inch of room full of mills, 
box factories, furniture factories, 
paint shops, etc., and will have to 
carry their sawdust a long ways, 
perhaps over the river, to burn it as 
they have no use for it as fuel. It 
will cost something to get fixed for 
burniog up the refuse but once it is 
done there will be satisfaction that 
will go far towards compensating 
the companies. 


— — 


As soon as practicable after the 
dumping of sawdust and scraps 
from the factories into the river 
ceases, a gang of workmen should 
go up the river when the water is 
low and tear out, burn or dislodge 
by giant powder cartridges the 
banks of rotten material lodged in 
a hundred places behind huge 
boulders or ou the banks.

The blanks he thinks will facil- 
itate the business of his office and en- 
able applicants to have their rights 
properly adjusted without unneces- 
sary correspondence, trouble or ex- 
pense. The Commissioner expects to 
have the blanks printed and ready for 
use on Wednesday next, February 16. 
He invites a direct application to his 
office by expectant pensioners and 
upon receipt of an individual applica- 
tion an appropriate letter of instruc- 
tion and a set of blanks will be for- 
warded te the applicant. The letters 
of instructions are full and explicit, 
and the blank forms plain, and all 
may be easily understood without the 
necessity of a legal education. 


A Sickening Spectacle, 
CHICAGO, February 14.

How the Land of the Aztecs im- 
pressed an American.

The completion of the Mexican 
Central Railway has brought tue 
City of Mexico to within six day’s 
travel of the Capital of Ohio. Leav- 
ing Columbus Sunday morninz,you 
reach Kansas City on Monday; La 
Junta, Cuesday; Kl Paso, Wednes- 
day; Chibuahua, ‘bursday; Zava- 
one Friday, arriving at your des- 
tination in time fos supper on Sat- 
urday. | 

Bat a continuous journey of 3,100 
miles by rail is too long and too 
wearisome when ove travels for re- 
creation and knowledge. A better 
itinerary than that giveu would 
avoid Sunday trave!, and would 
give a day each to Kansas City, 
Sauta Fe, El Paso, Zacatecas, and 
Queretaro, leaving Agear Calientes, 
Chihuahua and Las Vegas for the 
return trip. The extra time re- 
quired would be more than coun- 
terbalanced by the added comfort 
and profit of the journey, 

One of the Measures of distance is 
money. Ordinarily a railroad 
ticket from Columbus to Mexico 
and return costs something more 
than $200. Last July this rate be- 
ing temporarily reduced to $70 25, I 
embraced the opportunity to spend 
a short vacation south of the Rio 
Grande. Tarrying a week to attend 
the great educational meeting held 
at Topeka, in five days more! was 
at the Hotel de Iturbide, in the 
Mexican capital. The Mexican ex- 
press train on the Santa Fe road is

E! Paso is nearly 4,000 feet above 
the level of the sea.
